Cincinnati, O., April 16 —EightGrant 
eountyNtarmers were found guilty of, 
conspiracy in restraint of trade by a I 
jury in the United States District court 
at Covington. Ky., late to-day. 

Of the twelve men indicted, one was ; 
dismissed by order of Federal Judge 


Cockran, and three others were acquit¬ 
ted on the* verdict rendered by the jury 
this afternoon Fines ranging from 
$100 to $1,000 were assessed. 

Ihe defendants convicted were al¬ 
leged to have interfered with the Inter¬ 
state Commerce law by ‘.’intimidating 
and persuading’ V W^7 J . Osborne, also a 
Grant county farmer, to withdraw from 
shipment a lot of tobacco consigned to 
the Cincinnati market from the station 
at Dry Ridge, Ky.

Been. Haring elected a successor to 

David A. DeArmond In a Missouri dis¬ 
trict by a largely Increased majority, 
and being successful In the Four¬ 
teenth Massachusetts district In the 
election of Eugene N. Foss on the 
Democratic ticket In a Republican 
section of the state, the present mV 
norlty petty naturally hopes to make 
a further gain In western New York. 

The Republicans say that In the 
Massachusetts district where the Dem¬ 
ocrats won, conditions were abnormal 
and that Foss who was elected by the 
Democrats was In reality a Republican 
and that his opponent was a man not 
at all popular, and therefore the Dem¬ 
ocratic success Is easily to be account¬ 
ed for. The Democrats reply simply 
that the Republicans are whistling to 
keep up their courage, and that tbs 
election of the Democrat In western 
New York in a few days, or the cut¬ 
ting down greatly of the Republican 
majority, will prove that the country 
Is ripe for a change In the party con¬ 
trol of the lower house of congress. 

Will Congress Pay Tariff Bosrd? 

It Is still a questloa whether Pres¬ 
ident Taft Is to he given the *250,000 
which he has asked from congress to 
pay the expenses of the tariff board 
for the next fiscal year. The presi¬ 
dent has urged congress hard to sanc¬ 
tion the appropriation. Early In the 
season Senator Hale of Maine, who 
Is a protectionist of the old school, 
gave sharp Intimation that if the 
president Intended to employ the tariff 
board for any purpose except to con¬ 
sider the questions of maximum and 
minimum tariff rates and their rela 
Uon to our foreign trade and to cus¬ 
toms discriminations, congress ought 
not to give him money to carry out 
his wishes. 

The downward revision Republicans, 
and the Democrats with them, say 
that the fear of the high protection 
element Is that the tariff board will 
conduct Investigations for the purpose 
of getting material which can be used 
In future tariff legislation and that 
the high protectionists fear also that 
nomo of the facta which are adduced 
will lead the people to believe that 
low rates are a necessity. 

Treaty with Liberia Opposed. 

If the administration Is to secure, 
what It so heartily desires, a treaty 
with Liberia, the boon will be given 
only after troubles that may take on 
the form of a congressional fight. In 
reality It seems wholly Improbable 
that the senate will consent to nego¬ 
tiating any treaty with the African 
republic at this session. There Is a 
good deal of sentiment in America In 
connection with Liberia because Its 
government was modeled in the be 
ginning, after that of the United 
States, and because In the old slavery 
days It was considered a sort of haven 
for negroes, and It was the hopeful 
belief of many of. the old time abo¬ 
litionists that In Liberia the black 
race would prove that it was thorough¬ 
ly capable of self-government. 

In his annual message to congress. 
President Taft gave considerable 
space to the troubles In Liberia. He 
called attention to the fact that there 
Is a provision In an early treaty with 
the African republic under which the 
United States may be called upon for 
advice or assistance. -"Pursuant to 
1 this provision and In the spirit of the 
j moral relationship o£ the United 
| States to Liberia, that republic last 
year asked this government to lend 
j assistance in the solution of certain 
I of their national problems.” 
j Not long ago the report of the 
! commission which the United States 
sent to Liberia was made public, and 
the president has said that he hopes 
as a result of the commission’s report, 
some helpful measures might result 
and so through the department of 
state he has called the attenUon of tb< 
senate to the subject 

Position of United States. 

Recently Secretary Knox Invited the 
members of the foreign relations com¬ 
mittee of the senate’to a dinner at 
bis residence, and there he laid before 
them the reasons as he saw them for 
the negotiating of a treaty with Li¬ 
beria. It seems to be the reeling In 
the state department that tha African 
country Is likely to be made the scene 
or exploitation of English. French or 
German Interests, and that It may be 
eventually that one or the other of 
these countries may actually threaten 
the territorial Integrity of a country 
which In a sense Is considered a ward 
of the United States. 

The members of the senate commit¬ 
tee made it plain to Secretary Knox 
that they were not In favor of a treaty 
with Liberia that in any way would 
bind this country to a course which 
might run counter to the wishes of 
the three great Buropean countries 
which have been named. Mr. Knox’s 
guests told him that while the Uni¬ 
ted States was extremely cordial In Its 
good wishes to Liberia and bad done 
much for that country. It had done no 
more than Great Britain, and that It 
would seem like a slur at the English 
people If this country were even In¬ 
directly to Intimate that It feared the 
British government was to be an ag¬ 
gressor. 

Meeting of the D. A. R. 

The advance guard of the Daugb 
ters of the American Revolution, who 
will meet In Washington April 18, al¬ 
ready has entered the city Within 
the next week there will be hundreds 
of representatives of the society In 
the capital and already preparations 
are being made for the meeting, wblcb 
will last Just one week. 

The Daughters of the American 
Revolution, curiously enough, have the 
same kind of trouble on their bands 
that recently beset congress Tbs 
Daughters are divided Into two fac 
tlons which have been named regulars 
and Insurgents. The Insurgents in th< 
main, are opposed to the rule of ths 
presiding officer, who, Uke Speaker 
Cannon, comes from Illinois.

SPRINGFIELD. 


Frankfort, Ky.—By permitting 
Enoch C. Kraft, a convict sentenced 
to two years in the penitentiary for 
a robbery In Jefferson county, to leave 
the prison on his own word and go to 
New Albany, Ind., for the purpose of 
visiting his dying mother, Gov. Will- 
son established a novel precedent. 
Kraft says he will return to the peni¬ 
tentiary as soon as he sees his 
mother. 

In regard to the precedent Gov. Will- 
son says: "Kfaft has made a 

straight and honest appeal to be al¬ 
lowed to visit his mother in her last 
Illness, and he begs to be trusted. If 
he comes back, as he represents he 
will, it will be some evidence that he 
is a better man than he waA and that 
his present expressions of reformation 
and a purpose to do better are sin¬ 
cere.”

Frankfort. Ky.—All of the time 
necessary to investigate the alleged 
bribery charges made by Senator Jeff 
Watkins during the session of legisla¬ 
ture in this city, will be given to the 
grand Jury now in session here. This 
statement was made by Circuit Judge 
R. L. Stout when the question was 
asked him how far the grand jury 
would go into the Investigation. Every 
statement that was made by the rep 
resentatlves and senators and lobby¬ 
ists during the session, every publi¬ 
cation In the newspapers, will be ln- 
vesUgated. and It Is understood that 
tho investigation will take up the en¬ 
tire month of April.

Democrats Hope to Elect 8uc:essor 
to James Breck Perkins In New 
York—Senators Are Against 
Proposed Treaty with 
Liberia.

Washington.—It is becoming sharp¬ 
ly evident that the president’s conser¬ 
vation measures will be beset by 
many difficulties, but finally they may 
see the light of passage. One of the 
hills as prepared authorizes the presi¬ 
dent to withdraw from the public do¬ 
main any lands .which be may deem 
advisable in order to protect the 
people’s Interest. Many of the west¬ 
ern senators and representatives and 
a goodly number of those from the 
east oppose this measure as putting, 
as they think, too much power Into 
the bands of the chief executive. 

It will he recognized at once that 
the reasons back of the desire to pass 
this legislation have for their basis 
the wish to find a way to prevent val- 
, uable water sites and mining lands 
from passing Into the hands of per¬ 
sons who Intend eventually .to turn 
them over to the uses of corporations, 
which on once securing control might 
make millions out of property which 
has cost them comparatively little, 
and would then be In a legal position 
which would bulwark them against 
any attempt to force them to pay the 
original owners, the people, any lease 
money. 

Only Two Bills Have Chance. 

It was supposed when congress first 
came together that several conserva¬ 
tion bUla of different kinds would be 
Introduced and that the president 
would Insist that all of them be 
paased. The length of the president’s 
program and the lackadaisical way 
In which congress has gone at the 
work of the session make it seem cer¬ 
tain now that only two conservation 
measures have any real chance of pas¬ 
sage this year. One of them is the 
withdrawal hill of which mention has 
Just been made, and the other la the 
measure which looks to the separation 
of the surface lands from the mineral 
lands which may lie underneath In or¬ 
der that different methods of dispo¬ 
sing of each may be found. In the 
second conservation measure the Idea 
la to secure means by which the gov¬ 
ernment can lease the right to de¬ 
velop mines while disposing of the 
surface lands for agricultural pur¬ 
poses In any way that may seem best. 

While the extreme west and north¬ 
west have been markedly progressive 
along the lines of the “Roosevelt en¬ 
deavor.” It la nevertheless true that 
in conservation matters the former 
president did not have the entire sym¬ 
pathy and support of men who stood 
by him upon all other matters of pub¬ 
lic policy to which he gave his adher¬ 
ence. President Taft Is most Insist¬ 
ent that a law which will give him 
and succeeding presidents the power 
to withdraw public lands when it 
seems necessary shall he passed at 
this session. He Is constantly refer¬ 
ring to the subject when the senate 
and house leaders visit him In the 
White House and he Is telling them 
that this bill must go through In vir¬ 
tually the form In which It was drawn. 
He la trying hard to win the north¬ 
west to hla views. 

Involves Ballinger Trouble. 

It Is perfectly easy to understand 
why Mr. Taft la so anxloua that this 
particular piece of legislation shall go 
on the statute books In the form In 
which It has been sanctioned by him 
and by the attorney general and the 
secretary of the interior. One of the 
first acta of Secretary Ballinger waa 
to restore some ,of the lands which 
had been withdrawn by his predeces¬ 
sor. Secretary Garfield. Mr. Ballinger 
did not believe and does not believe 
today that Mr. Garfield had the legal 
authority to withdraw fhe lands. 

As soon as the new secretary of the 
Interior had restored a part of the 
public domain which Mr. Gorfleld bad 
withdrawn, harsh criticism of the act 
was made by the principal advocates 
of the Roosevelt policies of conserva¬ 
tion. Gifford Plnchot and others made 
representations to President Taft, and 
as a result Mr. Ballinger was com¬ 
pelled to withdraw some of the lands 
which he had restored to their former 
status. It Is needless to say that the 
secretary of the Interior did tbit with 
no very good grace, for by the act be 
was compelled to go In the face of hie 
<wa Dellef of the rights in the matter 
This difficulty over withdrawals and 
restorations of the public domain add¬ 
ed coals to the already hot fire of 
controversy between Mr. Ballinger, 
Mr. Plnchot of the forestry service 
and some of the officiate of the land 
office and reclamation service.

i for Lay Member of Cathollo 
Church, Given to United 
8tates Envoy. 


Indianapolis, ind.—The Laetare 
medal, which is the highest decoration 
of honor for a lay member of the 
Catholic church in the United States 
which is annually conferred by 
the University of Notre Dame on some 
man or woman who has achieved dis¬ 
tinction in art, literature, science or 
philanthropy, goes this year to the 
American minister to Denmark. Mau¬ 
rice Francis Egan, author, educator 
and dlplomctict. The award is made 
for distinguished services to Catholic 
literature and education. 

For 20 years before his appoint- 
r nt as the representativo of the Uni¬ 
ted States at the court of Denmark, 
Dr. Egan was occupied as a professor 
of literature, and during that period 
he found time to publish several im¬ 
portant works -on literary criticism 
which are held in high esteem by uni¬ 
versity men. He is also well known aa 
a -ovellst. but his claims to literary 
distinction rest most on the verse 
which he has written. 

He has published several volumes 
and Richard Watson Gilder placed 
him among the three best sonneteers 
in English. Because of the literary 
quality of his work and most of all be¬ 
cause his themes are wholesome and 
elevating the trustees of the Univer 
Ally of Notre Dame have selected Dr. 
Egan as the recipient of the Laetare 
iqedai this year. 

The medal tak^s its name from the 
title given the fourth Sunday of Lent 
the day when the announcement of 
t(ie award is always made. It cor¬ 
responds to the decoration of the 
Golden Rose, which Is conferred by 
the pope every year on some member 
of the nobility of Europe. 

The medal is a large disk of pure 
gold, richly enameled, and bearing in 
relief some design suited to the pro¬ 
fession of the recipient A motto in 
Latin. "Truth Is mighty and shall pre¬ 
vail,” appears in black enamel sur¬ 
rounding the design. Accompanying 
the medal is- an address of award 
painted on silk by some artist of re¬ 
nown.

With tbe use or this 
concrete we use no brace or brace 
posts whatever to support the end 


(BY PROF. 3. H. SKINNER. INDIANA 
EXPERIMENT STATION.) 

Experiments to obtain reliable data 
regarding the best method of feed¬ 
ing steers, considering the length of 
the feeding period, show tbe following 
results briefly summarized: 

A short feeding period necessitates 
the purchase of heavy fleshy steers 
which would usually be marketed aa 
killers. 

“Short-fed" cattle consume a great¬ 
er proportion of concentrates to rough¬ 
age than “long-fed" cattle. 

• Short-fed'' cattle made a greater 
dally gain per head than "long-fed" 
cattle. 

In the first test the total amount of 
corn necessary to fihlsh each steer 
was 34 bushels in tbe “short-fed" lot 
and 54.6 bushels In the “long-fed" lot; 
In the second test 42.5 bushels in the 
“short-fed” lot and 61.1 bushels In the 
“long-fed" lot. 

During the period when both lots of 
cattle were In the feed lot there was 
a greater profit per head from feed¬ 
ing the heavier, fleshier steers. 

In the first test the margin neces¬ 
sary to prevent loss on the “short-fed'' 
cattle at tbe time of marketing was 48 
cents per 100; on the "long-fed” cat¬ 
tle at the same time 50 cents, and on 
the “long-fed" cattle at the time of 
marketing $1.04 per 100. 

In tbe second test the margin neces¬ 
sary to prevent loss on the “short- 
fed" cattle at the time of marketing 
was 92 cents per 100; on the "long- 
fed" cattle at the same time 91.01 
per 100. and at tbe time of marketing 
81.54 per 100. 

The cost of gains was cheaper on 
the thinner catile during the first 
three months of the test, but when fed 
to tbe same marketable finish the cost 
of gains was practically the same. 

In short-feeding cattle for late sum¬ 
mer and fall markets It is necessary 
to start with very fleshy feeders of 
excellent beef type In order that they 
will not sell In competition with west 
ern grass-fed cattle. 

Additional data will be necessary 
before definite conclusions may be 
drawn as to the profits resulting from 
these two methods of feeding, due to 
the many variable factors which have 
a direct bearing on the profit and lost 
In cattle feeding.

From the tejith to the fifteenth of 
July the peas will be full grown and 
♦he peas begin to harden, at which 
time we turn the pigs Into the field of 
peas to hog thpm off, still allowing 
them the run of the clover pasture. 
This field of peas with the addition of 
a very little or no other feed will last 
the pigs very cicely until about the 
middle of September, when the pigs 
will be In a very thrifty condition; 
showing great development of bone 
and muscle on account of the rich pro¬ 
tein feed furnished them by the pecs 
In the next field to the peas we 
plant a rather early maturing variety 
of corn which will come to perfect 
maturity by the middle of September 
or first of October. This corn field 
will be where we had the clover pas 
ture the year previous, which will put 
It In fine condition for the crop of 
corn. We lay the corn by rather early, 
cultivating It the last time soon after 
the first of July, and sowing about five 
pounds of rapo seed per acre at the 
last cultivation. The pigs are turned 
In the field of corn from September 15 
to October 1. when they are in Just 
the right condition to make very rapid 
and cheap gains. The rnpe In the 
corn will make a good growth during a 
favorable season and will serve as a 
variety and relish for the hogs away 
on into winter. In the fourth field, 
which will be where we grew peas the 
year previous, we will sow barley and 
seed down to clover and timothy with 
the barley. We harvest the barley In 
the usual manner, thresh and grind tt. 
The reason we use barley in this field 
Is because It is about the safest crop 
to seed which we have, and we are 
very anxious to get n good catch of 
the clover seeding. In this rotation 
we have, first, clover pasture one year, 
then corn, then Canada field peas.
